Battleship North Dakota on the Way 
to Rockland, Me. 
Quincy. Mass., Oct. 28.—The battle 
ship North Dakota, larger and more 
powerful than England’s Dreadnought 
and about equal in size with Eng­ 
land’s latest m onster ship, the Nep­ 
tune, recently launched, left its pier 
at tho Fore River shipyards, complete 
in every respect and ready for its 
trial runs. 
The ship is bound for 
Rockland, Me., where its standardiza­ 
tion t i .tis will take place on Nov. 2. 
Tho longer speeds tests will follow a 
few days later, en the return to Bos­ 
ton. 
The keel of th*3 North Dakota was 
laid two years ago, about the sam e 
tim e when the work on the Delaware, 
now building at Newport News, Va., 
was begun. 
The work on the North 
Dakota would have been completed 
some tim e ago had It not been for 
tho fact th at there was delay in tho 
arrival of the arm or for the turrets. 
N evertheless, the builders expect to 
be able to turn over the ship to the 
government, by Jan. I, 1910. 
The North Dakota is 518 feet in 
length, 85 feet broad and draws 27 
feet of water. 
In Its finished state 
tho ship has a displacem ent of 20,000 
tons, and it is expected th at its pow­ 
erful turbine engines of 25,000 horse­ 
power will give to the gigantic vessel 
a speed of twenty-one knots an hour. 
The total cost of the ship will be 
about $5,500,000 after everything is 
completed. 
The North Dakota Is the first fight­ 
ing ship ever built in which the quar­ 
ters of the captain and the senior offi­ 
cers are not in the stern, but in the 
bow of the ship.

Attorney General George T. Simp­ 
son, who is a member of the state 
tim ber board and familiar with the 
state drainage and highway laws, says 
such a convention will lead to many 
benefits to tho people cf the state. 
Clarence C. Dinehart, state treasurer, 
approves the plan, and hopes that it 
will be carried out. 
George Welsh, 
commissioner of immigration, likewise 
indorses tho governor’s proposition. 
While the Minnesota conservation 
congress will direct its discussion 
largely toward stare legislation, there 
will be an ample chance to work 
through congress and the federal offi­ 
cials. 
There are large tracts of gov­ 
ernment land in Minnesota, which are 
open to settlement, but which are not 
habitable and which will not he of 
much value until they are drained.

fers in the matter of language. 
It takes a Japanese child seven years 
to learn the essential parts of the 
alphabet. 
There are 1114 signs which 
serve the same purpose as initial let 
tors in English dictionaries. 
Then 
after you have tracked down in one of 
these IHI signs sonic part of the char­ 
acter for which you are about to 
make a search you still have a veri­ 
table darkest Africa ahead of you. j 
The pompous first personal pronoun is 
I 
avoided whenever it is possible in I 
speaking Japanese. 
lf it must he 
I 
used it is introduced casually, hut gen­ 
erally the abstract noun “selfishness" i 
serves in its stead. 
For example, a Japanese would not 
say, “I don't drink wine,” hut “ Win ■ 
don’t drink," or. if this is not clear 
enough, “Seltislinoss wine don't drink." I 
Reference to your possessions must he I 
deprecatory. Thus if a man wishes to 


point out his own residence lie says. 
“That miserable house," which, of 
course, could refer to no other than his 
own. 
On the other hand. "That beautiful 
house” would easily identify the house 
as belonging to some one else. 
More­ 
over, any one who wishes to learn 
Japanese must he prepared to learn 
two languages—the written and the 
spoken. The one differs so materially 
from the other that if a Japanese is 
reading a hook or newspaper and 
wishes to do so aloud it becomes nec­ 
essary for him to translate the written 
words into tile colloquial. To be able 
to read any of the higher class Japa­ 
nese newspapers it Is necessary to 
master at least from 2,500 to 3,000 
Ideographs.—Army and Navy Journal.

Sells His Railroad Properties 


to Steel Corporation. 


ACHIEVEMENT IS REMARKABLE 


A d d ress. 


For Three Yearn Chicago Man Has i 


Been Udder Indictment and Convic* j 


t«on and While Waiting for Appelate I 


Court to Determine His Fate He j 


Han Labored Industriously and Ma? 


Finally Untangled Hie Affairs. 


Chicago, Oct. 28.—Facing the possi­ 
bility of being placed behind prison 
bars today, John ll. Walsh pulled him­ 
self out of the financial slough. 
He made the final arrangements 
which will not only insure the pay­ 
ment of his debts in full but will leave 
a handsome competence for himself 
and his family. 
He closed an option 
with the United States Steel corpora­ 
tion for the sale of his railroad prop­ 
erties for a sum approximately $27.- 
000,JPC. 
With the money paid down P*r this 
option, said to be $100,000, Mr. Walsh 
will pay the interest on the note of 
$7,121,887 held by the clearing house 
banks, which interest amounts to $71.- 
121, and will then have three months 
more in which to close up the details 
of the transfer of his properties. 
Government officials are alert to the 
situation, and when they discovered 
that Mr. Walsh had practically closed 
his deal they redoubled their efforts to 
prevent hi3 possible escape from the 
country. 
Five 
secret 
service 
men 
have been detailed to watch him day 
and night. 
The sale by Mr. Walsh of his rail­ 
road properties for a sum that will 
not only free him from debt, but will 
also enable him, it is said, to pay In­ 
to the coffers of the Chicago National 
back sufficient money to declare a 
dividend of IOO per cent upon that 
stock, and still leave him a cr mfort- 
nblc fortune, is considered by the few 
financiers who knew it to be a mar­ 
velous achievement. 
Daring the past three years, while 
he has been under indictment and 
conviction, 
while 
he 
has 
passed 
through the ordeal of his trial before 
jury and the further si rain of waiting 
for the court of appeals to decide 
whether this conviction would stand 
or fall, he has been working day after 
day any many and many* a night, at 
the untangling of his financial affairs.

The Walsh roads are known as the 
Chicago Southern and Southern Indi 
ana, and are in effect one rai’r^ad 
running from Chicago H< ights to Sey­ 
mour. Ind. 
From U nit n Ind., on the 
Southern Indiana to Evansville on the 
Louisville and Nashville, a Morgan 
road, is a distance of only sixty-two 
miles. 
W ith this gap bridged, the 
new route to the Gulf would be com­ 
plete.

Nicaragua’s Representative at Wasn 
iivjton Resigns. 
W ashington. 
Out. 
28 —Senor 
Dr. 
Don Rodolfo Espinosa, m inister from 
Nicaragua to the United Stales, has 
resigned. 
I t. Espinosa originally tendered his 
resignation to President Zelaya Sept. 
20. but the latter delayed in accepting 
it. in view* of the desirability of keep 
ing the m inister here during the pres­ 
ent critical conditions In Nicaragua. 
Saturday last the m inister learned 
that his younger brother, Amelio, was 
acting Id the capacity of general min 
later of the provisional government 
set up by the revolutionists. 
As soon 
as Dr. Espinosa learned I his lie cabled 
to President Zelaya urging a prompt 
acceptance of the resignation, feeling 
that it was not proper under the cir 
cumstances to act in W ashington as 
minister of the regular government. 
The 
president 
immediately 
tele­ 
graphed, accepting the resignation, 
and Dr. Espinosa presented the secre­ 
tary of the legation, Felipe Rodriguez, 
as charge d'affaires. 


Murderer of Anna Luther Makes a 
Confession. 
New York, Oct 26.—A year and a 
half ago a friendless girl was m ur­ 
dered in a forsaken patch of wood­ 
land near Islip, L. I ; a week ago her 
bleached and charred skeleton was 
found, with nothing to indicate its 
Identity but her jewelry and a bill of 
sale from a German shop; three days 
later, through the police of Hamburg, 
Germany, her identity wa3 established 
as Anna Luther, though the cable 
first carried the name as Latter. Sun­ 
day night; her husband, Frederick Geb- 
hardt, who had married her under 
the name of Mueller, was caught in 
Astoria. L. I., by a photographer s 
flashlight, and he has confessed over 
his signa:ure th at he is the murderer. 
In his confession, Gebhardt says: 
“I want to state that I did not kill 
Anna Luther for her money, as the 
newspapers have stated. My original 
reason for marrying Anna was that I 
did not care to live with my first wife 
any longer, but cis she—my first wife 
—had given me a child, my desire to 
again see my child caused me to want 
to get rid of Anna Luther and return 
to my first wife and child. 
“This is the reason why I shot Anna 
Luther, and I told her in Eay Shore 
that I was m arried and had a wife 
and child and m ust leave her.’*
